Amfterdam, June 1. 
O Particular authentick Relation ha- 
ving yet been publifh’d of the Bat-le of 
Ramellies ; ‘tis hop’d the following 
Excrad of a Letter written near 
Bruffels the 27th of May, from the 
Army of the Allics, will be the more acceptable to 
the Publick. \ 
T H E 23d of May at 3 in the Morning, our Ar- 
my march’d to feek the Enemy, having Intelli- 
ow they were encamp’d near Tirlemont ; and the 


Horfe advanc’d on a large Trot, it being believ’d 


the Enemy would not wait our coming. But we 
were joyfully furpriz’d to hear, about 11 a Clock, 


that they were advancing directly againft us. Our 


Horfe and the Enemy’s Army were at almoft an 
equal Diftance from the Village of Ramellies, a very 
advantagious Poft. Bur our Foot and Arullery be- 
ing 2 Hours March from it, My Lord Duke of 
Marlborough caus’d a Halt to be made by the 
Horfe, and order’d the Foot to advance. with all 
fpeed. So much Diligence was us'd, that abdut 
half an Hour paft One our Army was drawn up in 
Order of Battle. In the mean time the Enemy had 
pofted Foot in the Village of Ramellies, which has 
a Ditch, and where was their Centre: Their Right 
and Left were flank’d by little Villages. The Can- 
non began ro play at half an Hour paft One, and 
continued on our Right Wing 2bove 2 Hours, be- 
caufe the Englith who were in that Wing, were 
hindred by a Morafs from charging the Enemy. 
On our Lefe Wing, where were the Dutch, the thock 
began between the Horfe afcer an Hours Canona- 
ding. The Enemy had their beft Troops there; 
The blue Guards and Dopf’s Dragoons had to deal 
with the Troops of the King’s Houfhold, whom 
they broke ; but at the fame Time the French caus’d 
3 of our other Squadrons to give Ground: That dif- 
order was foon remedied by the Danith Horfe, and 
others that mov'd from our Right Wing to the Left; 
My Lord Duke repair’d thither likewife, and kept 


' with the Lefr Wing rillthe End of the Fight, be- 


caufe, as is faid before, there was nothing but can- 
honading on the Right Wing. 

Our Horfe making a freth Charge, and the Infan- 
try moving forwards ftill and gaining Ground, the 
Enemy's Right Wing was put to a total Rout by 4 
aClock; which gave Means to our Foor to Ad- 
Vance to the Ditch of Ramellies, in which were 8 

actallions intrench’d ; and 4 of our Battallions, 


_ Viz. two of the Frifeland Guards, that of Slangen- 


bourg, and that of Salith, pafling through the Ditch 
and charging the Enemy fiercely, kill’d or took moft 
ot them, the Frifeland Guards alone taking 1200 of 
them. Then our Horfe and Foot thet had before 
broken the Enemy's Right Wing, puth’d their Ad- 
Vantage fo diligent], that they did not give their 

vot Time to rally, fo thar Part of them fted to- 


. Wards Namur ; and rhen their Lefe Wing being at- 


tack'd in Flank, the Euglith Regiments of Churchil 


and Mordaunt getting’ aver the Morafs towards the 
End of the Action and chargng rhem home hke- 
wife, was putto the Rout. We puriwied whe kne- 
my from half an Hour paft 4 ‘till ro at Night, nay 
Monfieur d’Auverquerque wich Detachment tol- 
low’d them till 1 the nex: Morning ; fo chav their 
Retreat was in very great Hafte anu Ditorder. We 
took above 4000 Prifoners, and above? 80 Colours 
or Standards, as alfo all heir Artillery (2 Preces exe 
cepted) their Carriages, Baggage, Arms, Waggons, 
&c ; and Mufqueis, Swords, Cuiraffes, &c. were 
found {catter’d along the Roads. The Field of Bat- 
tle was cover’d with the flain and wounded. The 
Kerile-Drums and Standards of the King of France's 
Houfehcld Troops were taken. 

The Lords the States Deputies were that Day 
on Horfeback from 2 in the Mowing cill half an 
Hour paft 10 at Night. The 24:h the Army march’d 
on in purfuir of the Enemy, and advanc'd within a 
League of Louvain ; whefe we bad Advice, that 
the Enemy abandon’d that-Place about 4 in the Af- 
ternoon. 

The 25th at 4 in the Morning the Army pafs'd the 
Dyle. The 26th we encamp'd wivhina League of 
Bruffels, and between § and 6 a ‘lock in the Eve- 
ning, the Eftates of Brabant and che. Magiftrares of 
Bruffels waited on theirHigh 
and made their Compliments to them, as they did 
alfo to my Lord Duke and the Ficld Martha! : All 
the Way we came, the Inhebicants appear’d co be 
extremely rejoyc’d at their Deliverance from the 
French. 

To Day, the 27th, at 6 in the Morning our Army 
march’d, pafs’d the Canal of Bruffcls, and is nowe n- 
camp’d at Grimberg : We are to be reinforced by the 
Pruifian Troops, by the Danes that are ftil’ behind, 
by our Forces in Flandés wich whom we havea 
Communication, and by the Garrifons of feveral 
Places that may at prefent well be fpar'd.
